The bookmakers got a scorching at Forsyth 
yesterday, for the public picked out the mud- 
larks with an accuracy that weuld have done 
credit to a professor of mathematics. To say 
that the track was heavy would be putting it 
mildly. Hugh Penny, who rode in the first race, 
said that it was like a lead pad.
